you have one o. fthe most encourag- 
ing forms of livestock.

Recent. agricultural college experi. 
ments show that skim milk is the 
cheapest and best protein supplement 
for. growing pigs, according to the 
Blue Valley Creamery Institute. Not~ 
able among these experiments was 
the one conducted at the Minnesota 
College of Agriculture,. which em- 
phasizes the importance of feeding 
the skim milk on the farm in pro- 
ducing cheap pork as another source 
of income to the dairy farmer, Ten 
pigs in one lot receiving tankage as 
the protein supplement require! 307 
pounds of corn to make a gain of 100 
pounds at a feed cost of $7.79, where. 
as when skim milk was used in place 
of tankage ten pigs in another lot re- 
quired only 261 pounds of. corn to 
make a 100-pound gain at a cost of 
$5.48, At prevailing prices for corn 
and tankage, these trials gave 100 
pounds of skim milk a feeding value 
equal to 11 pounds of tankage and 
25 pounds of corn. Furthermore, the 
pigs receiving skim milk reached a 
weight of 83 pounds in two weeks 
less time than was required by the 
tankage-fed group and at a reduced 
eost of $2.31 per 100-pound gain.
